Arabs usually dine soon after sun- 
set, but a man who has guests of rank, 
even if uninvited, must kill a sheep; 
and although our host has invited us, 
yet in accordance with the custom—a 
trying one at times—the sheep was 
not killed until we had actually arxv- 
ed. Dinner is therefore somewhat 
late, and to pass the time a man sings 
a kasida, or epic song, accompanying 
himself on the rababa, a sort of violin 
with only one string, writes Lord Rag- 
lan in The English Review. These 
songs, which aré always in the same 
meter ‘and have a double rhyme run- 
ning right through them, usually deal 
with the exploits of local heroes.

Owing to the drawling manner in 
which they are sung and the employ- 
ment of allusions, figurative expres- 
sions of uncommon words, they are 
practically {impossible for a foreigner 
to follow unless he has had them pre- 
viously explained to him.
